We aren't unappreciative of the 


fact that Hope now has hard- 
surfaced highways north and south, 
but every citizen knows that some- 
thing has to bo done for the great 
transcontinental route U. S. (37 or 
Arkansas will face a decline in 
tourist-purchased gasoline — and 
it's this outside revenue which is 
the operating margin that our 
highways live on. 


On Tuesday tho state sold its 


third 7-million-dollar road bond is- 
sue (the total for the McMath pro- 
gram is to_ be 28 millions), and the 
lower trend of interest rates indi- 
cates (hi; investment world has con^ 
fidence wo will work out of the 
present highway emergency. 
The 


first issue went at 2.35 per cent 
'interest; the second at 2.118; and 
Tuesday's at 2.1. However, Tues- 
day's loan was a short one, pay- 
able in 10 years, accounting in part 
•for the better interest rate. In the 
long run Arkansas will have to put 
her main highways in first-class 
condition, and keep thorn so, to 
"hold such a favorable interest po- 
sition — and every dollar saved 
on interest is released for our own 
use.
